THE BETTER PEOPLE 


History and literature are full of stories of betrayal — of 
trusted individuals who delivered their friends into the hands of 
their enemies.- 
Often, as in the case of Judas, the betrayal was by a kiss; 
that is, smugly and with apparently pious m otives they c o m ­ 
mitted their treachery. 
Benedict Arnold w anted to end a war 
he didn t believe in. 
The ( arthagenians w ho unbarred the way 
to the Rom ans probably said they were working for the "greater 
good." 
Certainly, in all of the more recent instances of Fifth C ol­ 
umns, agents like those of Germ any had the most astounding 
success in finding presumably patriotic and highly placed citizens 
of such countries as Belgium, Denmark and Norway, w ho traitor 
ously aided their countries’ (and then o w n ) deadliest enemies. 
In the recent Canadian spy cases, the most astonishing ele ­ 
ment is the fact that respected 
and 
apparently 
trustworthy 
native-born Canadians were duped into helping Russian spies 
try to surprise the secret of the atomic b om b — which, in the 
long run, is the only protection C anada has against 
possible 
Russian aggression. 
The tendency of som e of this nation's "better people" to 
play the sam e gam e, and to think of the desires of Russia instead 
of the interests of the Am erican people, is one of the bewildering 
phases of our public life. 
In the instance of som e figures, 
the m otivation is clear 
enough. A man like Henry W allace, w ho has openly expressed 
the belief that this country would be belter off by adopting many 
of the Russian m ethods of governm ent and econom y, of course 
is hound to em phasize only the bright side of the Russian picture. 
It is perfectly natural and understandable— and the elem ent of 
deception is not involved— for him to d o what he did as Secre­ 
tary of C om m erce: dem and that our governm ent s long-standing 
appeasem ent of Russia be continued, even lifter this had been 
dem onstrated to be disastrous. 
Similarly, there are those w ho hope to use Russia for the 
advancem ent of their ow n tied-in projects in this nation. Th*y 
too arc easy to understand. Various labor bosses, for exam ple, 
can see great advantage to them selves in the idea of setting up 
a straight labor-boss governm ent, or labor dictatorship, along 
the lines of Russian Socialism. 
Naturally they support Russia.
